Archibald said he was certain these 
last letters were entirely harmless. 
Also he admitted they were sealed 
and he was ignorant of the contents.

Skinner in London, in which he ar- 
rives at the conclusion that “measures 
designed to protect the military situa- 
tion are being utilized to protect 
British foreign trade at the expense 
of other countries,” has been re- 
ceived here. 

Consul-General Skinner draws his 
conclusions from the official British 
trade returns, after an examination 
of the export figures for the six 
months ending with June, 1914, as 
compared with the same figures for 
the preceding year. Commenting on 
the statistics, Consul-General ‘Skin- 
ner says: 

“It will be perceived that, while the 
articles under repoft cannot be 
shipped from the United States to 
neutral European countries without 
being stopped and rendered liable to 
condemnation, these same articles 
are being exported from Great Brit- 
ain itself in enormously increasing 
quantities. Especial attention is di- 
rected to the items of copper, cotton 
goods, raw cotton, petro and 
wool. Perhaps in no commodity of 
trade has the British rule been more 
vexatious than in that of wool. Ex- 
ports of raw wool to the United 
States have been refused usually, ex- 
cept in cases when it could be 
shown that manufactured woolen 
goods for the armed forces would be 
returned in exchange, and in equiva- 
lent quantities. 

“Rut, while raw wool was being re- 
fused on the grounds of military 
necessity, Great Britain found it en- 
tirely possible to export to the United 
States well over half her usual quan- 
tity of manufactured woolens and 
more than the usual quantity of 
carpets. 

“The Rritish explanation of these 
singular facts is that the exports are 
in some degree controlled by the va- 
rious committees which authorize the 
granting of licenses to export, and 
that only importers of known stand- 
ing are favored, who can be counted 
upon not to sell to enemy countries. 
The explanation would have some 
force if the quantities exported were

Upon this 
list are entered the names of all 
American cotton merchants who agree 
not to do business with the citizens of 
any countries except those designated 
by Great Britain. 

It an American cotton producer fm 
dicates his preference to seek an open 
market for his product except through 
Great Britain, his name is immediately 
placed on the “blacklist,” and no bust- 
ness is done with him in the future. 

The British methods of controlli 
the rubber industry ot the Uni 
States are shown to have been pretty 
much the same as those that governed 
the wool situation wherein the textile 
alliance of Boston determined who 
could import or buy imported wool un- 
der agreement to not ship any prod- 
ucts therefrom except to Great Brit- 
ain or Canada. “The Rubber Club of 
America, Inc.,“ an American organiza- 


tion, acted as the official agent of the 


British government in determining 
what dealers should or should not 
have a supply of British rubber. 


To secure a supply of raw rubber, an 


American manufacturer and dealer 


was compelled to sign guarantees that 


he would not resell it to Germany, 


Austria or Turkey, or dispose of it to 


any dealer who accepted contracts to 
deliver articles manufactured from ft 
to those countries. 

Documents show that the tin in-

Losses of the Allies so Heavy 
Armistice was Invoked.

LONDON, Sept. 20, 3:42 p.m.—How 
the British and French through the 
summer kept at grips with the Türks 
in Gallipoli, with terrible losses on 
both sides in the arid, congested area, 
where the gain or loss of a few yards 
of trenches measured the tide of bat- 
tle, and the dead lay so thick that a 
temporary armistice was imperative, 
is related by Gen. Sir Ian Hamilton, 
commander of the British forces in 
a dispatch to Lord Kitchener made 
public in London this evening. 

Covering the fighting in the Darda- 

nelles from May 6 to July 1, the ac- 
count sheds little light on the gen- 
eral military situation, being mainly 
noteworthy as a soldier’s description 
of what the contenders endured. In- 
directly, it pays tribute to the gal- 
lantey and fighting qualities of the 
Turks. Gen. Hamilton gives no sup- 
port to the numerous newspaper re- 
ports that the morale of the Turks has 
been shaken. 
Going back to May 5, soon after the 
allies obtained their first footing on 
the peninsula, Gen. Hamilton relates 
how the commanders, hard pressed for 
reinforcements, found it necessary to 
mix the French and British troops 
“to an extent having the French on 
our right hand and the British bat- 
talion holding their own on the ex- 
treme right.” | 

Followed then three days of ter- 
rible fighting with Krithla as the ob- 

ive. 

“The steady advance of the Brit- 
ish,” says the general, “could be fol- 
lowed by the sparkle of bayonets un- 
til the long lines entered smoke clouds. 
The French at first attempted no 
move; then their drums beating and 
bugles sounding the charge, they sud- 
denly darted forward in a stream of 
skirmishes, which seemed for a mo- 
ment to cover the whole southern 
face of the ridge of Kereaves Dere. 

“Against these the Turkish gunners 
turned their heaviest pieces and as 
the leading groups stormed the first 
Turkish redoubt, in black bursts, high- 
explosive shells blotted out both as- 
Sailants and assailed. 

“The trial was toc severe for the 
Senegalese tirailleurs. They recotied; 
they rallied. Another rush forward: 
another repulse. Then a small sup- 
porting column of French soldiers 
were seen silhovetted against the sky 
as they charged upward along the 
crest of Kereves Dere. 

“Not until next morning did anv re- 
liable detail come of what had hap- 
pened. The net result of the three 
days’ fighting had na gain of 600 
vards on the right the British and 
400 on the left and in the center. The 
French captured all the ground in 
front of Farm Zimmerman as well 
the redoubt. 

“The German leaders of the Turks 
were quick to realize the advantage 
the attackere had gained,” Gen. Ham- 
Uton continues, “and by counter-attack 
after counter-attack, tried to wrest 
away the trenches they had lost. 

“Everywhere our assailants were re- 
pulsed,” savs the account, “and now 
for the first time I felt that we had 
planted a fairly firm foothold upon 
the point of Gallipoli Peninsula.” 

This was on May 10 and Gen. Hamil- 
ton was able to relieve some of the 
exhausted men on the firing line after 


rupted fighting. 

“During this breathing space,” says 
Gen. Hamilton, “I realized that we had 
not nearly reached the limit of what 
could be attained. mingling initiative 
with surprise. The enemy was as 
much in posscasion of my numbers and 
disposition as I was of first line of 
defense. The opposing fronts 
stretched parallel from the sea to the 
strait and there was Iittle scope left 
for tactics which would bring fresh 
battalions against the lines of un- 
broken barbed wires. Siege-gun war- 
fare was soon bound to supersede ma- 


In preparation for this the British 
commander tells of how he divided the 
front into four sections; then de- 
scribes the fitful fighting up to May 
18, when the Turks made a most vio- 
lent assault on the Briten positions 
with forces estimated at 30,000. But 
the Rritish held firm, leaving upward 
of 2000 Turks dead within open view 
of the trenches.

FOR IRRIGATION. 


Myron Herrick Says it Must 


Come to Prevent Ruin. 


Banker Declares Debenture 


System the Best Plan. 


Shows How it Would Help 
Farmer and Government, 


[BY A. r. NIGHT WIRE.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 20.—My- 


ron T. Herrick, former Ambassador 
to France, presented to the Interna- 
tional Irrigation Congress today his 
views from the standpoint of a bank- 
er as to how the great irrigation proj- 
ects could be furthered by better 
“| finance. He began by quoting the Sec- 
retary of the Interior as saying, of 
the private enterprises: “Few, if any, 
of the investments have ever returned 


to the Eastern or European share- 
holder or bondholder the amount of 
the original expenditure;” and, speak- 
ing of the government project: “It 
must be admitted that the slowness 
© fdevelopment and the use of the 
reclaimed land has been a source of 
disappointment.” 


PROJECTS’ VAST EXTENT. 


Mr. Herrick sketched the vast ex- 
tent of the twenty-six frrigation proj- 
ects undertaken by the United States 
reclamation service. One of the com- 
parisons he drew to visualize the ex- 
tent of the projects was that the ser- 
vice had constructed, or was main- 
taining and operating, 8500 miles of 
canals which in a straight line would 
run from Palm Beach, Fla., to Faitr- 
banks, Alaska, and back again. Th 
estimated area of the projects was 
2,918,600 acres of which 1,343,193 
acres, or 27.115 farms, could now be 
watered. The investment in capital 
and labor of the ovners of these 
farms when fully developed will be 
about $175,000,000, he said, and the 
value was constantly increasing. 
Splendid as the development was, it 
was being reached through trials and 
tribulations largely arising, in Mr. 
Herrick’s opinion, from faulty meth- 
oda of finance. | 

He said in part: 

“The 1902 act provides that all 
moneys (except the 5 per cent. set 
aside for educational purposes) re- 
ceived from the sale and disposal of 
public lands in most of the Western 
States shall be used in irrigation proj- 
ects in those States. The receipts 
from thb sale of public lands amount 
to $81,818,772.71, Which have now, of 
course, all disapperred. 

“Consequently, as ‘he Secretary of 


the Interior declares: The resources. 


of the reclamation fund ae now over- 
burdened and the projects now under 
Way cannot be completed within a 
reasonable length of time, unless 
there shall be large accessions of the 
fund.’ This is a timely warning. 


“The reclamation service employs] 


a force of 7998 persons; it has in- 
vested enormous funds in power 
plants, machinery, implements, and in 
equipment and improvements for car- 
rving on its work. Its expenses run 
on whether this lies idle or is kept 
buey, while if it should do its work by 
piece meal the operations of e ser- 
vice—organized ‘* „ are un- 
der taking 80 costly 
that the investments of the govern- 
ment will nd in a loss.

Macy-street School Patrons 
Miss Teacher- friend. 


Change in Night Principals 
Evokes Strong Petition. 


School Board Finds Snag in 
Salary Procedure. 


A remarkable petition, signed by a 
majority of the parents whose chil- 
dren attend the Macy-street grammar 
school, and containing the names of 
some of the children themselves, was 
bresented to the Board of Education 
fast night, requesting that Miss Nora 
Sterry, day principal of the Macy- 


night principal also, from which po- 


sition she was removed at the open- 
ing of school the 138th inst. because 
of a new rule instituted by members 
of the board. This rule provides that 
day teacher or principal may no 
All the position of night teacher or 
Principal also, and althpugh Miss 
Sterry has been both day.and night 
principal of the Macy-street school the 
Dast seven years, she was automatic- 
allv relieved of her night duties. 


This removal reduced the salary 
she received by $600. Nevertheless, 
she made no comment other than 


stating she was physically able and 
mentally capable of filling both posi- 
tions. During her long term as night 
Principal she had endeared herself not 
alone to the pup but also the par- 
ents, who often attended the evening 
classes. 

The district served by the Macy- 
Street school is inhabited for the 
greater part by foreign-born persons. 
When school started the middle of 
this month and the parents com- 
menced to attend the evening class 
they were confused because their 
friend and mentor was absent. After 
inquiries the petition was started and 
almost every person requested to sign 
it did so. 

RULE MAY STAND. 

President Bordwell of the board re- 
ferred the communication to the 
Teachers and School Committee of 
which Mrs. Russell J. Waters is-chair- 
man 


| “I don’t see how we can reverse 
Our ruling, even in this case.” Mra. 
Waters said last night. We came to 
the conclusion that when a teacher 
hag performed his or her duties 
roughout the day, this teacher is 
physically and mentally tired, so that 
it is almost an impossibility to con- 
tinue work throughout the evening. 

“Miss Sterry is an admirable young 
woman and thoroughly capable in her 
position. But I think it would be 
best for her if another teacher, who 
has not gone through a tiresome day, 
should take charge of the evening 
classes. However, our committee 
will carefully consider the matter at 
once.” 

A peculiar twist was given the 
meeting of. the board last night when 
it was discovered a snag of their own 
making had halted the smooth-run- 
ning machinery of the body. C. F. 
Lenz, auditor, threw the board mem- 
bers into a temporary panic dy de- 
claring that October 4 he will be 
compelled to pay every teacher a full 
month's salary, although these 
teachers will have only served four- 
teen days. 

HOW IT WORKS. 

According to a ruling made by the 
board at the outset of ita adminis- 
tration, the teachers are to be paid 
in twelve tinstaliments during the 
year, these instaliments to be paid 
the first Monday of each month. 
Taking as a criterion the pay of a 
teacher receiving $1200 a year, Mr. 
Lenz stated he would have to pay 
this teacher $100 for the month of 
September, although the teacher will 
serve but half the month. The mem- 
bers of the borrd objected unani-- 
mously. Mr. Lenz then tried to ex- 
plain the teachers would have to be 
paid their annual salary some time, 
and as the twelve-month installment 
plan had mixed up his accounts, he 
had referred the matter to County 
Superintendent Keppel with the re- 
sult he was ordered to make the first 
payment October 4. After some con- 
troversy, the matter was referred to 
the Finance Committee. 

John T. Wilson, former president 
of the Board of Trustees of San Fer- 
nando, appeared at the board meet- 
ing last night and requested that free 
transportation be allowed the chil- 
dren living in the San Fernando dis- 
trict to and from school. Mr. Wilson 
pointed out the difficulties some of 
the pupils have who live seven miles 
from the school. The matter was 
held n abeyance until the board can 
interpret a decision handed down by 
the county counsel, who ruled that if 
the board granted San Fernando 
such a privilege, all sections of the 
city should have their children 
carted to and from school.

NEED SOLDIERS, ' 
SAYS STEPHENS. 


FENDED FOR CRISIS 
AT PRESENT. 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE 
HERMOSA BEACH, Sept. 20.—“We 
must either spend money now for de- 


fense or we will have to forfeit many 
lives in the future,” said Congressman 
W. D. Stephens in an address delivered 
here tonight at the annual meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce. Mr. 
Stephens spoke on the subject, “Hawaii 
and National Defense.” He related 
conditions brought to his attention 
during his recent trip to Honolulu 
which brought the subject of national 
defense forcibly to his mind. 

“We now have about 8000 troops 
stationed on the Hawaiian Islands,” 
said Mr. Stephens, “but we need more. 
With from 15,000 to 20,000 troops 
there we could hold the Islands against 
attack, for the fortifications seem to 
be ample there at present.” 3 

A question asked Mr. Stephens re- 
garding the influx of the Japanese in 
the Hawaiian Islands and preponder- 
ance of Japanese on the islands caused 
him to mention the necessity for more 
mobile troops. 

Mr. Stephens pointed out during the 
course of his speech the prime neces- 
sity for greater defense for the Pacific 
Coast, including fortifications. He 
said that he wished above all else to 
show how poorly defended is America 
on the Pacific Coast and in the Pacific 
Ocean. He said that, though the At- 
lantic is much better defended than 
the Pacific, even the Atlantic should 
have better land and naval dafense. 

“Not only for the prosperity of our 
people,” continued Mr. Stephens, “but 
for their future happiness and con- 
tentment, we should have a much 
larger army on the mainiand and a 
much. larger navy to prevent attack.” 

Mr. Stephens also spoke on the cus- 
toms of Hawalians and the products 
of the islands. 


FEAR OF DEATH 
CAUSES DEMISE. 


DOCTORS FIND NO EVIDENCE OF 
SUICIDE OR VIOLENCE © 
IN AUTOPSY. 


[BY DIRECT DISPATCH. 
SAN BERNARDINO, Sept. 20.— 
The psychological effect of continual 


brooding over general ill-health ex- 
pressed in the fear that she would die 
is believed to have resulted in the 
death of Mrs. Joseph Welse, aged 37, 
whose body, clad only in a nightrobe, 
wag discovered by the husband in the 
barn, following a frantic search 
through the house. 

The Coroner’s verdict this afternoon 
supported the autopsy findings of Dr. 
L. M. Coy of the Count¢ Hospital that 
the woman died from a fatty degen- 
eration and infiltration of the heart. 

The autopsy failed to disclose any 
poison to support the theory of suicide 
and there was no indication of vio- 
lence. That she was pressed with 
the fear of death and often expressed 
that fear was the testimony of friends 
and several letters by Mrs. Weise, 
written in Bohemian, were virtual 
farewells. 

Death came after an evening of 
mirth, music and fun, and a romp 
with the three small children of the 
family. The mother had taken the 
children to her room for bed and the 
husband knew that nothing was wrong 
until he made the alarming discovery. 

“She had a greatly dilated heart,” 
said Dr. Coy tonight, “and had symp- 
toms of general ill-health. Any ex- 
citement or overexertion might have 
caused death, as persons afflicted with 
infiltrated hearts are susceptible to 
such shocks and often feel death com- 
ing upon them.” 


LOSES STATE ATID. 
[LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE |} 

POMONA, Sept. 20.—It appears 
evident that the city schools will lose 
at least $900 of State money because 
the night school, which was the largest 
outside of San Francisco and Los An- 
geles last winter, did not remain.open 
for six months. The Attorney-General 
has ruled that night schools must re- 
main open for six months or 120 
nights in order to come under the 
classification entitled to State aid. 
The local night school remained open 
only about half that length of time 
last winter. Had it been allowed State 
aid the night school 
drawn r the schools about $900. 
As it is, they will pay their expenses 
out of county aid and just about break 
even. To avoid any possibility of los- 
ing out on next year’s State aid for 
night schools, Supt. G. Vernon Ben- 
nett opened the night school simul- 
taneous with the day school opening.

He has but three speak- 
ing engagements in Southern Califor- 
nia, and only one in Riverside county, 
that in Hemet. In the afternoon of 
the same day Mr. Clarke will dedi- 
cate the new Hemet-Riverside con- 
crete highway which will be com- 
pleted within a few weeks. It is ex- 
pected that people from all of South- 
ern California will be here to hear 
the speaker, and they will be enter- 
tained jointly by Hemet and San Ja- 
einto.

LIFTING RUSSIAN EMBARGO, 


Convention Between Car and 

America to Be Signed and Put Into 

Effect at Once. 

[BY A. r. DAY WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON. Sept. 20. — A 
special messenger was today dis- 
patched by the State Department to 
Secretary Lansing at his summer 
place on Lake Ontario with the agree- 
ment for lifting the Russian embargo 
against exports to the United States. 
After Secretary Lansing has signed 
the agreement it will be carried to 
Newport, R. I., to be signed for the 
Russian government by Ambassador 
Bakhmeteff. The agreement will then 
become operative immediately. 
Under the agreement Russian ex- 
ports to the United States will be re- 
leased if consigned to the American 
Secretary of Commerce and if Russia 
is given satisfactory guarantees that 
the goods will not reach her enemies.

Congressman Stephens, who repre- 
sents the Tenth District in Washing- 
ton, in addressing the Woman's City 
Club yesterday, fairly electrified his 
audience in an eloquent appeal for 
adequate defense against foreign in- 
vasion of our country. 

The speaker took a logical, rational 
stand, not for war, but for prepared- 
ness, as a safeguard to the United 
States. And his arguments were based 
on a careful study of the question 
and from actual working knowledge 
as a member of the Naval Commit- 
tee. In the latter capacity he has 
visited the navy yards at Norfolk, 
Philadelphia, Boston, New York, New- 
port and the coaling station at French- 
man’s Bay in the East, and the 
Puget Sound and Mare Island on the 
Pacific Coast. 

“Our country is not aggressive, nor 
does it seek conquest, but we desire 
to keep this gloriouge land for you 
and me and those who are to come 
after, and the only way to insure 
our future its to be ready to defend 
and fight for it,” declared the speaker 
amid applause. 

Though not a member of President 
Wilson's political party, and disagree- 
ing with the Chief Executive on many 
questions, especially as rexards the 
tariff and our attitude with Mexico, 
yet Mr. Stephens paid the head of 
the nation a beautiful tribute regard- 
ing the attitude President Wilson has 
taken in every step of the war situa- 
tion, 

“Never have we had a man in the 
Presidential chair who has more 
faithfully or honorably guarded our 
diplomatic interests,” said the Con- 
gressman. “No President since Lin- 
goln has been on so great strain; he 
ls a big man, and taking good care

Slanes, said the speaker. 

“When the nations engaged in fight- 
ing in Europe are through then will 
be our country’s most dangerous 


time,” continued the speaker. “Japan p 


's too busy a nation now to cause 
us worry, but when she succeeds in 
her p with China, she will have 
more money and men than she needs. 
We know not what then to expect, 
and the only way we can safely avoid 
trouble and safeguard America is to 
be adequately prepared to defend our 
interests.” 

At the conclusion of his address, 
which was met with enthusiastic 
handclapping, Mrs. Seward Simons, 
thé president of the Friday Morning 
Club, arose and velunteered a speech 
against proper defense, saying defense 
against war meant war. Mrs. Simons 
stated that we did not need defense, 
and asked where our education and 
Chrigianity were. 

Mr. Stephens answered that, accard- 
ing to that argument, we should with- 
draw our fire departments and police 
protection, and reiterated many for- 
mer arguments that proved the 
urgent need of at least being ready 
if detense is neéded in securing us 
peace and protection.

Pioneer life in New Hampshire was 
described by D. H. Hurley at a meet- 
ing of the New Hampshire Society

“Life in New Hampshire was very 
different fifty years ago,” Mr. Hurley 
said. “There were no railroads in 
my part of the State. Strange as it 
may seem the coming of the railroad 
Was a curse in one respect. The 
railroad created a market for wood. 
The farmers began cutting the wood 
off their land and neglected their 
farms. <After a while the wood was 
gone, thelr farms had gone to the 
dogs and they had no money. | 

“When it used to snow in New 
Hampshire, as it often does, we made 
good roads by hitching eight or ten 
yoke of oxen to a sled and tramping 
down the snow. This appears crude, 
but it was a successful way of mak- 
ing the roads passable after a heavy 
snow. | 

“Around Albany, where I came 
from, the live stock was of a very 
poor grade, due, it was said, to an 
ancient curse pronounced on the cat- 
tle by an Indian chief. 
milch cows gave one pint to a quart 
and a half of milk. Around in that 
part of the country a cow was lucky 
if she managed to survive the win- 
ter.

TAINS OF MUD 
| SINISTER LINK. 


ADVANCED AS EVIDENCE THAT 
PEDDLER SLEW PARTNER. 


Man Found with Earth-smeared 
Shoes and Splashed Trousers De- 
nies Guilt—Widow of Victim, First 
on Stand in Murder Trial, Recites 
Tragic Story. 


A pair of muddy shoes and trousers 
stained with muddy water at the knees 
——these are the main links in a chain 
of circumstantial evidence the Dis- 
trict Attorney is attempting to weave 
about Samuel Goldstein, who is 
charged with murder. 


Against this evidence Goldstein's at 
torneys, W. Dehm and Fran 
Dominguez, have arrayed a story of 
murder by thugs. If they can make 
the jury in Judge Craig’s court be- 
lieve it, Goldstein will go free. If 
the muddy shoes and the stained 
trousers are as damning as the Dis- 
trict Attorney would have the jury 
believe, Goldstein may have to suffer 
for the death of his partner, Joseph 
Cohen. 
Cohen was murde the nicht of 
February 10, last. the Whittier 
road, near the Jewish Cemetery. Mrs. 
Cohen took the stand yesterday and 
responding to the questions of Deputy 
District Attorneys Becker and Selph, 
she told how her husband left home 
in the morning with his partner. 
Goldstein: how Goldstein told him 
not to take a small revolver, and how 
Goldstein said his own larger gun 
would sufflice as protection against 
robbery. For Cohen had $100 in coin 
on his person. 

That night Goldstein returned home 
alone, driving the peddier’s wagon in 
which he and Cohen were partners. 
Later in the night County Detectives 
Modie and Anderson foun 
alongside the road.

JOHNSON GRAB. 


Supreme Court Sustains the 
Ross Estate Valuation. 


Three and not Eight Million 
Dollars to Levy On. 


Means that Huge Inheritance 
Tax Scheme’s Blocked. 


The scheme of the Johnsonian 
“Progressive” machine to replenish 
the State treasury, depleted through 
long and reckless political extrava- 
gance, by gouging the wealthy estates 
of the south by arbitarily-doubled 
and trebled valuations for inheritance 
tax purposes, was knocked gallery-west 


lana sideways by the State Supreme 


Court yesterday in a decision sustain- 


‘| ing Judge Rives's valuation of the Ida 


Hancock Ross estate at $3,350,000, in- 
stead of the $8.071,000 asked by the 
Johnsonites in their appeal from the 
local Probate Court's ruling. This 
means that, instead of collecting 
$400,090 in inheritance taxes from the 
Ross heirs. the Sacramento highway- 
men will get in the neighborhood of 
$181,685 and will have to look else- 
where for funds to cover up the trial 
of profligacy in the administration of 
State affairs. 
FLIMSY APPEAL. 

The appeal of Atty.-Gen. Webb and 
State Inheritance Tax Attorneys Car- 
rigan and Warring was based on an 
alleged conflict of evidence among the 
experts, who testified before Judge 
Rives here. The flimsy character of 
this contention was brushed aside by 
the Supreme Court, which curtly 
ruled that no conflict of evidence was 
sufficiently apparent to justify upset- 
ting the careful and equitable valua- 
tion made by the Los Angeles probate 
judee. 

The part of the estate chiefly in con- 
troversy was the 2075.32 acres of the 
La Brea rancho and the oil wells on 
it. The estate values this property at 
$2,850,000, Judge Rives at $3,350,000, 
the original court appraisers at 
$4.254,940 and the money-pressed 
Johnson grabbers, their mouths water- 
ing at what seemed to be a chance to 
wet a little easy money, at $8,071,000. 
The discrepancy between the highest 
distinterested figure and that of the 
State’s gougers was so brazenly ap- 
parent as to call for frank criticism 
from Judge Rives at the time his rul- 
ing was made. 

The State adduced a dozen alleged 
reasons, hauled around Robin Hood's 
barn by the hair, in what was intended 
to be support of their $8,000,000 
figure. Among these were the Panama 
Canal, the two expositions, the aque- 
duct, the possibility of a rallroad some- 
time being built through the La Brea, 
the tariff. the fact that buildings may 
at some future date be erected on the 
Ross acres and similar convincing ar- 
guments. 

Judge Rives disposed of Atty.-Gen. 
Webb and his pettifogging plea by 
quietly_ pointing out that, whatever 
may be the valué of the La Brea acre- 
age in the future, that had nothing to

OLD-TIME RRINTER,

a real traveler hit the town 
he would strike the foreman for a 
couple of hours’ work—to get a 
breakfast. He would get said break- 
fast out of a dark-complexioned bot- 


whistling “I Dreamt I Smelt of Alco- 
hol.”

One of the most engaging pastimes 
of the trade was the breaking in of 
anew “devil,” which is the printer's 
pariance for an apprentice. The kid 
usually came to the office as green as 
the landscape. He did not even know 
the smell of printer’s ink until nis 
nose was rubbed into it—a Tite which 
was religiously performed by the 
whole chapel. 
‘We seldom had much intercourse 
with our vile and loathsome con- 
temporary, but when we were drilling 
a new understudy for Satan the busi- 
ness we had in common was prodigi- 
ous. The new boy was being con- 
stantly sent over to the other shop t¢ 
borrow the strangest sort of equip- 
ment. One day the lad would be 
started off with a wheelbarrow after 
a nonpareil. slug—a dinky bit of 
metal weighing about a quarter of an 
ounce. The next day he would be 
sent by the foreman to borrow a left- 
handed shooting stick, and so it would 
go until the kid’s education was com- 
plete. If there was any ginger at all 
in the boy this would not be long, as 
there is no place on earth where a 
practical work-a-day education can 
be garnered quicker than in the com- 
posing-room of a newspaper. It was 
not considered the choicest environ- 
ment in which to rear a child, but a 
youth who went through it and stil! 
rang gold was destined to be one of 
the world’s star performers. The of- 
fice devil quickly learns a most fe- 
recious loyalty to his paper and he 
usually cherishes a dog-like affection 
for the sporting editor. These are 
the earliest manifestations of his 
inkling for his career. 

DRAMATIC EDUCATION. 

We recall one devil who from the 
first had a passionate interest in the 
stage. It was a part of his duty to 
take the advertising cuts to the thea- 
ter on the night of the show, and for 
this the management gave him ad- 
mission to the gallery, which was his 
idea of heaven.

If J. Perry Wood had not studied 
law and become a judge he might 
have been a war correspondent. At 
any rate, a sample of his descriptive 
matter received by Judge Monroe yes- 
terday is a thrilling and graphically- 
told story of an adventure—one of 
those unexpected incidents which 
would cause any man to hide himself. 
It wasn't Judge Wood's fault or the 
fault of his companion, James How- 
ard, City Attorney of Pasadena, but 
the fault of a stray touring party 
which included two women, 

The letter is dated from the camp 
on the Lyell Fork of the Tuolumne 
River, about seven miles southeast of 
Tuolumne Meadows and at an eleva- 
tion of 9900 feet. The day before the 
campers came over Vogelsang and 
Tuolumne passes, camping at the 
foot of Vogelsang on the 10,000 foot 
contour. The wind blew like an in- 
fant cyclone and the water bucket 
had more than a half-inch of ice on 
it in the morning. On Lyell Fork it 
Was so cold that “all of us wore wool 
socks and sweaters, in addition (let 
me hasten to explain,) to our usual 
flannel pajamas; and still were cold,“ 
writes Judge Wood, who adds he is 
sitting before a huge log fire “with 
my back against a big rock covered 
by a blanket to keep it. (my back, not 
the rock) from freezing.” 

“About noon we came to a beautiful 
pool, deep and clear, with a big rock 
for a diving board—just like the old 
‘swimming’ holes back East. We 
pulled off our clothes and jumped in. 
The urging of the water's temperature 
brought us out very quickly, and 
while we were sunning ourselves on 
the rock, the one thing occurred that 
one would have a right to expect un- 
likely at that particular place. A 
party, composed in part of two wom- 
en, came along bound from Yosemite 
for Lake Washburn and led by an 
important-looking guide. 

“There was some tall scrambling for 
a moment. for shirts and trousers. 
The women discreetly checked their 
animals while the guide came forward 
to explore. A picture of Jim Howard 
equatting behind a bush with only his 
flannel shirt and the bush for shelter; 
while I. behind the same bush, rea- 
soned with the guide to the effect that 
it i not against the law to go in 
swimming and that a trail twenty 
miles from human habitation is not 
a highway within the meaning of the 
term as used in the National Park 
regulations, requiring appropriate cos- 
tume when bathing near highways; 
would have made a fine illustration for 
Tom Sawyer o those other priceless 
books we used to read. 

“The guide finally passed on, ad- 
mitting that he liked to go swimming 
himself 

I rerharked that I hoped he might 
—soon ;the significance of which was 
entirely lost to him. The women rode 
by like Stonewall Jackson's statue 
with faces solemn and eyes to the 
front. The men in the party passed 
grinning.” 

After this embarrassing incident the 
fine trout the judge and Mr. Howard 
caught tasted sweeter. They were, 
writes Judge Wood, “the hardest, 
nicest fish I ever ate.” At this junc- 
ture the judge said he had to stop 
and make the pan bread for dinner.

Did Sexe Men Kill Women 
in North and Here? 


Telltale Photo Looks Like 
Hunted Whittington. 


The vanity of the slayer of “Mrs. 
Baker,” murdered in her room in a 


San Francisco hotel Sunday, will, the 
police believe, lead within a few days 


to his capture and clear up the mur- 
der of Mrs. Francis L. Harrison, who 
Was strangled to death in her bun- 
galow on West Twenty-ninth street 


early in July. 

Hidden away among the effects of 
the recently slain woman the police. 
ef San Francisco yesterday found the 
picture of a man clipped from a Los 
Angeles newspaper. The name and 
date line were missing but Mrs. H. A. 
Marston, proprietor of the rooming 
house where the body was found, de- 
clared it a picture of the mysterious 
“nephew” who was last seen with 
“Mra. Baker.” 

Detectives King and Oaks of the lo- 
cal Police Department spent all yes- 
terday afternoon in efforts to dis- 
cover what Los Angeles paper printed 
the picture of the wanted man and to 
learn his name. They failed to 
find the paper and also failed to locate | 
any laundry using the mark 729,“ 
found on the clothing of “Mrs. Baker.” 

The San Francisco police, in a long 
telegram to Chief of Police Snively 
early last night. said that the pic- 
ture found in the murdered woman’s 
room answers in every detail the 
description o Calvin Kelsey Whitting- 
ton, wanted for the slaying of Mrs. 
Harrison. The crime in San Fran- 
cisco is with little question, the po- 
lice declare, the work of the man 
who slew Mrs. Harrison. 

Early today efforts wil be made by 
the police to determine the newspaper 
which carried a picture of the man 
and to discover what name was used 
with the picture. If the issue of the 
paper can be found, the police are 
confident they will be able to trace 
the guilty man. 

“Mrs. Baker,” whose first name and 
address the police have been unable 
to discover, was without a doubt a 
Los Angeles woman. In company 
with a man whom she called her 
nephew she rented a room at No. 162 
Franklin street, San Francisco, Thurs- 
day evening. After the woman had 
oa in the room the “nephew” 
e ‘ 

At about 6:30 o’clock Sunday eve- 
ning Mrs. Marston, the landlady, saw 
the nephew“ enter “Mrs. Baker’s”’ 
room. A short time later she heard 
heavy breathing in the room, but 
when she knocked, she was informed 
by a man's voice that all was well. 

Almost an hour later Mrs. Marston 
knocked on the door again and re- 
ceiving no answer, entered. She dis- 
covered the body of “Mrs. Baker.” A 
sheet. was knotted about the throat 
and she had been strangled. The 
room was in disorder, as if it had been 
searched. The police were notified 
but the “nephew’ could not be found. 

Nothing could be learned by the 

Francisco police about “Mrs. 

Baker.” Her clothing all bore labels 
of Los Angeles stores and she told 
the landlady while looking at rooms 
that she came from this city. The 
police 80 far have been unable to 
learn anything more about her. 
The dead woman was between 35 
and 40 years of age, small in stature, 
5 feet on height, weighing 120 pounds. 
She had full features, brown hair and 
had evidently worn nose glasses, a 
pair being found on the floor. The 
body was without shoes or stockings 
and was attired in a dark skirt and 
white waist. Her clothing was of the 
cheapest. The underclothing was 
ragged and the cheap skirt gave evi- 
dence of long wear. A pearl-handled 
buttonhook found in the room bore 
the initials “M. B.” She spoke English 
with a German accent.

66 ‘OU must build a speedway 
that will give the people 
speed. There is no need in 

these days to expect the public to be 
satisfied with an automobile race that 
is only averaging ninety miles an 
hour. One hundred miles an hour 
will be slow next year.” 

This advice was given officials of 
the Los Angeles Speedway Association 
vesterday by George H. Shank of Chi- 
cago, the man who built the speed- 
way there and is the principal owner. 
Mr. Shank has been in the city for 
several days to consult with the 
speedway association relative to its 
project, and probably will be awarded 
the contract for the construction 
work.

His 

Chicago speedway holds all long-dis- 

tance records, and he is so confident 

of its superiority of construction that

‘OF UNIQUE JOHNSON 
APARTMENTS. 


A final inspection of the Johnson 
apartments, built for needy widows 


day by O. T. Johnson, father of the 
enterprise, and a party of friends, 
which included several city and county 
officials and other persons prominent- 
ly identified with philanthropic work 
in Los Angeles. The building, which 
is located at Bolsa street and Co- 
lina avenue, will be ready for oc- 
cupancy in about ten days. 

The inspection party included Coun- 
cilman Wheeler, Councilwoman Lind- 
sey, former County Supervisor S. A. 
Zuther, Supt. James B. Williams of 
City Charities, Supt. N. M. Martin of 
County Charities and Mrs. Frank 
Stoddard. 

The building has fifty-two apart- 
ments of three to five rooms, which 
will rent for $5 a month unfurnished. 
Ordinarily the apartments would rent 
for $20 to 330 a month. The tenants 
will be limited to American-born 
widows with at least two dependent 
children. When the children become 
of age or reach the place where they 
contribute to the support of the fam- 
ily the mother must relinquish her 
apartment to make room for another 
tenant. 

After Mr. Johnson has managed 
the institution for one year and 
worked out a satisfactory set of rules 
for its operating, it will be deeded to 
the city. After the apartments come 


into possession of the city they will 


be managed by the Housing Commis- 
sion.

JUDGE ANNOUNCES PRINCIPLE 
AN SENTENCING MAN FOR 
WRONGING G 


Length of prison sentences is de- 
termined by the depravity of the 
crime and by relative heinousness, 
according to Judge Craig, whc yester- 
day sentenced Charles E. Sinclair to 
sixteen years in San Quentin. Sin- 
clair had been convicted of commit- 
ting a statutory offense against Miss 
Eva Church, 16 years old. 

In passing sentence Judge 
said: 

“It is my deliberate and settled 
policy in determining the length and 
character of sentences to be as leni- 
ent as the facts of the case and the 
spirit of the law will permit. 

“But when considering crimes of 
criminal assault by force or against 
young girls, I do nbdt think that the 
circumstances of such cases can per- 
mit of leniency. 

“T never have, in such a case, al- 
lowed probation or pronounced a 
short sentence. Men who commit 
such crimes are a menace to society. 
It. is the duty of the judge to con- 
sider that phase of such cases as of 
first importance. 


“Considering this crime alone, I 
could properly make the sentence for 
life. But relatively to other offenses 
of the same class, I must say that in 
its details such crimes might show 
greater depravity. Therefore I shall 
not impose the extreme penalty.”

4200. We knew we were printing as 
Many papers as he was use we 
had robbed the register of his press, 
but we wondered how he got away 
with it. When we complained to the 
publishers of the directory about it 
they made answer that they had the 
Signed statement of the editor, made 
under oath. 

He was a reasonably truthful and 
virtuous man, but he would lie like 
Ananias about the circulation of his 
paper—and swear to it. The result 
was that the infuriated populace got 
together one November day and sent 
him to Congress. 

As the lovely poetess, Melinda Hig- 
gins, pathetically says: 

“Blessings on thee, printer man, 
Always ripe to rush the can: . 

© use for heaven, to hell a foe, 
When you die, where will you go?” 


Circulation to a newspaper is what 
blood is to the body, or gold to a na- 
tion. It is the life. If it stagnates 
or ceases to flow it is a matter for 
the coroner. Small wonder then that 
the publisher oft amplifies and extends 
his claims beyond the facts. He calls 
the number he prints his circulation 
no matter what becomes of the copies.
